WASHINGTON, (AP)—Judge T, Alan Goldsborough Fri- 


day ordered John L. Lewis to trial on contempt charges and up- | 


held the court’s right to issue an injunction in the soft coal 
mines despite federal anti-injunction laws. 

Overruling Mr, Lewis’ motion for dismissal of the con- 
tempt action brought by the government, Judge Golds- 
borough declared: ‘The Norris-La Guardia act did not and 
does not apply, and the court has the same rights as it had 
prior to passage of the Norris-La Guardia act.” 

Judge Goldborough said his court had the right to enjoin 
*¢a labor union which was about to do something against the 
good of the public and the union itself.” 

Mr. Lewis and his United Mine Workers contended that 
the Norris-La Guardia act, curbing the use of restraining orders 
and injunctions in labor disputes, nullified Judge Golds- 
borough’s restraining order of Nov. 18 and was grounds for 
dismissal of the whole contempt-of-court action, saying Lewis | 
had the right to ignore it. 


Government lawyers contended the law did not apply 
where the government itself was acting as operator of the 3,300 
soft coal mines seized during another crippling strike last 


spring. 


Judge Goldsborough’s ruling cut 


short 1% days of argument by 
counsel for Mr. Lewis that the 
court lacked authority to restrain 
the U.M.W, from terminating its 
government contract. This notice 
by Mr. Lewis was followed by a 
strike of 400,000 miners. 

“The court repeats,”

The last British and Indian soldiers of an army which once 
numbered 92,000, sailed Friday from Batavia and Padang, 
Sumatra, The British-officered Allied Forees Netherlands East 
Indies command officially ceases to exist at midnight. 

The occupation, which began when a naval party land- 
ed Sept. 15, 1945, cost Britain 600 killed, 1,320 wounded, 
320 missing and 600 deserters. The troops disarmed and 
repatriated 270,000 Japanese and evacuated 110,000 Allied 
prisoners of war, internees and displaced persons.

There was a particularly saddening chap- 
ter in the report of the city police department 
for a recent week-end. Saddening because it 
recounts breaches of the law and overt acts | 
of dishonesty by children. One boy 17 years 
old admitted that he had stolen five motor | 
cars in a month. A fifteen year old lad said | 
he had stolen one. Two tots 10 and 12 years 
of age admitted that they had broken into 
15 homes or business places. 

There is no ground in this to generalize 
and say the young generation is going to | 
the dogs. That is not true. There were only 
four individuals concerned in these crimes, | 
out of a thousand times that many children 
of similar ages in the city. 

But four such offenders are too many, 
and this is not by any means the only chap- 
ters of the kind the police have turned in this 
year, In the aggregate the culprits add up to 
several times four. 

It is not to the point to say such things 
happen in other large cities, There is nothing 
helpful in that mel«ncholy fact, nothing to 
redeem tne wayward nor to preveut delin- 
quency spreading here.

For the first 
time since the end of the war'a 
whole fleet of floating whale factor- 
jes attended by whale-catching ves- 
sels in deploying in far souther 
waters, making ready for the date 
when whale hunting officially be- 


Norway, Britain, South Africa, 
Australia and New Zealand are 
rated as the chief whaling countries 
of the world and the trade is 
estimated to be worth $200,000,000 
annually to them. This season they 
are sending a fleet comprising 14 
whale factories and more than 130 
whale-catching boats of altogether 
300,000 tons deadweight. Three land 
stations will also be used. The total 
number of men engaged is estimat- 
ed at about 6,000, of whom more 
than 4,300 will be Norwegian. Seven 
of the 14 expeditions will be Nor- 
wegian with a total of 120,000 tons. 
Of the seven other expeditions four 
are British, two Japanese and one 
Dutch, 

The Australians and New Zea- 
landers do not possess floating fac- 
tories, They hunt the whale in the 
usual way with catchers and when 
killed the animals are towed to 
land stations in the extreme south 
of Australia, usually in Tasmania, 
and in New Zealand where they 
are disposed of. The Dutch use a 
land station in the south Shetlands 
and the South Africans have a 
station of their own in one of the 
remote islands owned by the Union 
of South Africa far south of the 
Cape of Good Hope. 

For Four Months 

The southern whaling season 
lasts four months, from December 
to March, the summer months in 
the Antarctic. During that time the 
schools of whales work their way 
south from the mysterious wastes 
of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
where they have been lost to hu- 
man knowledge during the southern 
autumn and winter, from April to 
November, . 

This season a great effort is to 
be made to prepare whale meat for 
human consumption. Hitherto the 
body of the whale was put to in- 


dustrial use by turning its blubber | 


into oil and its meat into meal 
which was sold for cattle food. Last 
year an Anglo-Norwegian firm of 
whalers experimented with whale 
meat as a human food and found 
the meat was entirely palatable. A 
few tons were used as samples and 
were kept on board the whale cat- 
chef, 

One man who had eaten quan- 
tities of this meat told me it tasted 
rather like beef but on had to be 
careful in making a judicious se- 
lection among whales. The younger 
animals produced the best meat 
for the human table. Young whale 
meat was of a light color and had 
no fishy taste. It could be cooked 
in all the various ways applicable 
to beef and was tender and very 
nutritious, Older whales produced 
darker meat and the older the 
whale the greater the likelihood 
that the meat might taste a little 
fishy. This was especially the case 
toward the close of the season when 
whales were fat after eating the 
little Antarctic shrimp which is 
their staple diet curing the sum- 
mer period. 

Quick Freezing 

It ig planned to put the whale 
meat through a process of quick 
freezing in pieces of about 45 lbs. 
and these will in the first instance 
be brought to England and sold in 
the great central meat markets at 
Smithfield, London, The difficulty 
of handling whale meat in that 
form lies in the fact that there 
are practically no _ refrigerated 
ships in which, to carry it. 

The whale factories have only 
enough refrigerated space on board 
to carry their own supplies; these 
ships are up to 30,000 tons dis- 
placement, with crew of between 
400 and 500 @nd their stores are 
naturally very large to meet their 
requirements for what amounts to 
a six months” cruise. All refrigerat- 
ing vessels are engaged in the Ar- 
gentine and Australian meat trades, 

A new whale factory ship, the 
Balaena, flying the British flag, 
but under Norwegian whaling man- 
agement, has been designed to pro- 
vide some relief for the difficulty. 
The Balaena is not only the mother 
ship for a fleet of ten whale cat- 
chers, She will also carry three 
naval amphibian walruses which 
she will use for whale spotting 
and for reporting weather and ice 
conditions. She will also have 
enough refrigeration space on board 
to carry a certain amount of whale 
meat for experimental marketing 
in England, 

Japanese Unwanted 

A curious situation has arisen 
owing to the desire of the Japanese 
to re-enter the whaling business. 
The Japanese have always had a 
bad reputation in whaling circles; 
they are wasteful in slaughtering 
whales and they no not keep to 
any agreement on the size of 
whales that may be killed or on 
the non-killing of young whales. 

Last August it was announced 
from Tokyo that permission had 
been given to the Japanese to par- 
ticipate in the Antarctic whale fish- 
ery. Two Japanese whale factories, 
it was stated, would go to the Ant- 
arctic, These ships were rebuilt 
tankers owned by the Japanese 
government. 

Representations were at once 
made in Washington against the 
action of the American authorities 
in Japan in granting this permis- 
sion, Particularly bitter complaints 
against the decision were made by 
the Australian and New Zealand 
governments and last September 
the Australian government was in- 
formed that the permission given 
by General MacArthur to Japanese 
whalers to operate in the Antartic 
was of an entirely temporary 
measure to assist the Japanese to 
meet essential food needs, Japanese 
whrling would be controlled accord- 
ing w the existing international 
agreement. 

The situation is still not quite 
clear and the latest reports from 
Australia are that the Japanese 
may be allowed to continue in the 
whaling industry in the southern 
seas, but the Allies will take the 
Oil of Japanese-caught whales, al- 
lowing the Japanese to keep the 
meat, On the other hand, many 
New Zealand and Australian whal- 
ing crews say they will sink any 
Japanese boat suspected of unfair 
whaling.

Archbishop Raps 
Easier Divorces

LONDON.— Controversy over 
Britain's divorce law was given new 
impetus Friday when the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury ranged him- 
self against recent proposals to 
modify British divorce laws. 

In the house of lords, the arch- 
bishop attacked the quicker and 
cheaper divorce plan proposed in 
the Denning committee's report, 
arguing that divorce could not be 
cheapened in terms of time ana 
mouey without cheapening marri- 
age in its spiritual significance. 

“When many people are coveting 
,their neighbor's wives and husbands, 
and then by legal process obtaining 
them, it is an encouragement to 
others to think of doing the same,’ 
Dr, Fisher said. 

Criticizes Brief Ceremony 

The archbishop also complained 
of the “startling brevity” of the 
matriage ceremony in register of- 
fices. It last three minutes, he saia, 
and fails to make clear to many 
people that they are entering a life- 
long contract. 

‘I'ne primate’s outspoken criticism 
although not giving the official 
viewpoint of the Church of England, 
ranges the church  unofficiauy 
agaiust divorce reform, which has 
attracted sympathetic support from 
large share of population. 

What the Denning committee js 
trying to do, at the direction of the 
government, is to find a way out 
of the time lag confronting divorce 
applicants now, which means the 
average divorce decree takes frum 
two to seven years to become abso- 
lute, 


Would Lower Costs 

Also involved in the committee 
recommendations is the suggestion 
that ine present high cost of obtain- 
ing a divorce, between $260 and $300, 
be reduced to bring divorce within 
the range of the average citizen.

3 Nations Plan 
Economic Alliance 
BRUSSELS ,(CP)—One of the 

outstanding economic developments 

in Europe is quietly occurring 

in creation of a customs and econo- 

mic union among the Netherlands, 

Belgium and Luxembourg—first 

move of its sort on the continent 

since the end of the war. 

This economic alliance of three 
small but wealthy countries is a 
matter of importance in itself, but 
when the rich colonial territories 
of Belgian Congo and the Nether- 
lands East Indies are Meluded it 
makes the pending new economic 
bloc one of the world’s imporfant 
trading groups. 

A general secretariat and three 
joint councils have been establishe 
ed here to work out the plan, which 
first calls for common foreign cus- 
toms tariffs and abolition of all 
tariffs in trade among the three 
countries. 

By early next year the new com- 
mon tariff should be ready for ap- 
plication and by next November 
abolition of duties within the bloc 
should be complete, according to 
present calculations. 

Industrial co-ordination offers 
no major difficulty but agricultural 
co-ordination is complicated by the 
fact that normally Holland is a 
big exporter of livestock, fruit, 
vegetables and flowers. This comes 
into sharp competition with Bel- 
gium, also an exporter but depend- 
ent on agricultural methods far less 
modern than those of the Nether- 
lands. 

There also is strong rivalry be- 
tween Belgium and Dutch ports 
and a wide disparity in excise sys- 
tems, prices and wages. 

This aggressive economic policy 
to meet post-war problems was 
first sketched out by the govern- 
ments—in London in September, 
1944; but not until last spring at 
a meeting at the Hague was the 
scheme developed and the machin- 
ery started. 


Say Banks Control 
Railroads in U. S. 


BOSTON, (AP) — Robert R. 
Young, chairman of the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railroad, Thurs- 
day renewed his attack on what he 
called the banker contro] of United 
States railroads and asserted that 
“unless there is a change for the 
better, the railroads in America are 
headed for insolvency and then 
socialization.” 

Writing in the December Atlantic 
monthly under the title “A Strange 
Alliance for monopoly,” Mr. Young 
asserted he had a_ compilation 
which showed that “79 percent of 
the non-employe directors of sol- 
vent railroads are affiliated with 
financial institutions.” He added: 

“The dry rot that has come from 
this pattern of banker control as 
opposed to ownership control— 
this elimination of competition in 
the railroad field, by those men 
who talk so much about free en- 
terprise—has brought the largest 
and most essential industry in the 
richest nation in the world to the 
sad state where a dollar invested 
in it is not as good as an idle dol- 
lar in the bank. 

“This fact is of appalling signifi- 
cance in its impact upon post-war 
employment prospects and the need 
Yor further technological develop- 
ment in the railroad field.” 


Russian Railmen

NANKING, (AP)—The Russian

OTTAWA, (CP) — Housewives 
who have been scratching through 
grocery store shelves in search of 
scarce canned salmon for several | 
years have good news from the fish- 
eries department. 

The word is that more tinned | 
salmon would go on the domestic | 
market from this year’s pack than | 
in any recent year. The allocation 
for the Canadian householder will | 
be 500,000 cases, against 300,000 
| last year and much less than that) 
in several earlier years, 

The 500,000-case share of the pack, 
experts here estimated, is “not 
greatly below” normal Canadian 
requirements.

“Britain is like a once prosperous 
shopkeeper living in the old lavish 
Style but not selling enough to keep 
solvent. He is going on borrowed | 
money. When repayment falls due, 
he will be bankrupt unless in the 
meantime his business is improved.” 

The Independent Daily Mirror 
said 46,000,000 Britons are living on 
credit. “Half of everything we bring 
into this country to feed our people 
and keep our industries working 
comes from the United States and 
Canada and we pay for only a frac- 
tion of it. We pay the rest out of 
Canadian and American loans.”

ers, including 40,000 chronic ad- 
dicts,” he said. 

Since legal sale of liquor “be- 
came general” about 12 years ago, 
500,000 persons had been arrested 
for drunkenness “and the arrests 
are probably less than one for each 
10 cases of drunkennesss.” 

Less than two percent of al- 


coholics were being rehabilitated | 
but the situation was not as “hope- 


less” as it was five years ago be- 
cause “public opinion is demand- 
ing action.” The public now knows 
an alcoholic can be helped and is 
worth helping.

Comment Varies

LONDON, (CP) — The govern- 
ment’s plan’ to nationalize the bulk 
of Britain’s inland transportation 
precipitated a flood of editorial 
comment in London morning news- 
papers Friday. 

A bill calling for nationalization 
in inland transportation is before 
the commons, 

The Daily Herald, Labor, des- 
cribed the bill as “another great 
socialist measure,” but the Conserv- 
ative Daily Mail labelled it “a 
cumbrous, beaucratic measure which 
will further burden and restrict 
the free play of British life and 
commerce.” 

The Liberal News Chronicle said 
the nationalization of railways in 
particular would bring better serv- 
ice. The Daily Graphic, Conserv- 
ative saw it as “a --azy edifice of 
centralization.” 

The Daily Herald said: “Co-ord- 
ination of transport long has been 
advocated by people who are far
